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Reason for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowing claims 1 -1 0: 

The closest prior art found is the invention by Ando et al (U.S. Patent Number 
61 8521 7). Referring to claim 1 , neither Ando et al nor any other prior art teach the 
following limitations, "d" and "e" of this independent claim: 

(d) an indicator register which indicates the initialization of the slave circuit if the 
address received by the data transmission interface in the slave circuit is identical to the 
predetermined initialization address; and having 

(e) an inhibit logic unit which inhibits the data output of the data 
transmission interface until the indicator register indicates 
initialization of the slave circuit. 

Claim 1 is therefore allowed. The dependent claims 2-10 are also allowed 
accordingly. This includes the amended claim 3.
